Within 200 feet of his mother 
and fiancee and before their 
eyes, Albert E. Inch, 23 years 
old, of Los Angeles, dove from 
the stern of a rowboat into 
the waters of Lake Arrowhead 
never to rise to the surface 
alive. Imch was in swimming 
and was alone in the boat. The 
tragedy occurred between 4:30 
and 5 p. m. Wednesday. 

The physician, wuo examined 





the body-.a half-hour after the 
accident pronounced it a case 
of heart failure. hat cause 


and cramps were the only pos- 
sible theories advanced and 
the physician pointed out. that 
had the swimmer been ‘seized 
with cramps he would have un- 
doubtedly come to the surface 
after the fatal last dive. 

Were Spending Outing at Lake 

Mr. Inch with his mother 
and the girl whom he was 
about to marry were vacation- 
ing at Lake Arrowhead. They 
were camping near the village. 
The young man rented a row- 
boat early Wednesday after- 
noon ‘and after a ride along 
the south shore of the lake 
he had;landed the two women 
on the shore about, one-half 
mile east of the village. Inch 
pulled out from shore about 
200 feet where the water was 
eight feet deep. Here he dove 
from the stern deck of the 
small craft and swam _ back, 
repeating the procedure several 
times. 

After the eighth dive his 
loved ones failed to see his 
head emerge. For several mo- 
ments they waited, then called. 
No answer came and the girl 
realizing that something had 
happened ran frantically for 
help. 

Lifeguard Is Summoned 
At. the _ village. ‘‘Bullet’’ 
Baker of football fame, the 
lifeguard, was found on duty. 
He hurried back to the scene 
of the tragedy. Within a short 
time the lifeless body of Inch 
was brought to the surface. 
He had been dead nearly 30 
minutes. The physician ar- 
rived a moment ater. It was 
too late to bring back life. 

Coroner J. B. Hanna left for 
Lake Arrowhead at 8 p. m. 
Wednesday. He planned to 
conduct the inquest upon his 
arrival. J. W.. Woodhouse & 
Company will be in charge of 
the case.

Usderwood identified 
the car recovered by Los Angeles 
police as the one stolen from him 
in Ontario.

Additional evidence as- 
serted to link him with the rob- 
bery of the Pacific Electric sta- 
tion is in the hands of the dis- 
trict attorney, it is known, al- 
though Arrowwood will escape 
prosecution, probably weakening 
the case against Stone, it was ad- 
mitted.

HULING MAY GAIN 
FREEDOM TODAY 


Hearing of a petition by John 
E. Huling, convicted as an accom- 
plice of Fred E. Alford in the

$30,000 Ontario fraud, for a writ 
of habeas corpus, the granting of 
which would free Huling, will be 
held before Superior Judge Ben- 
jamin F. Warmer at 10 o'clock 
this morning. 

Huling’s attorney, William T. 
Hendricks, Jr., will attack the 
commitment of the prisoner to 
the county jail as illegal, basing 
further complaint on asserted 
legal errors in the jury’s verdict, 
by which Huling was convicted of 
obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses. This was only one of 
seven counts on which Huling 
was convicted. 

Hert Predicts Failure of Move 

Chief Deputy District Attorney 
M. O. Hert, who directed the prs- 
ecution of Huling and Alford, de- 
clared yesterday that he was “un- 
afraid of any attack on the legal 
procedure in the case,’ and pre- 
dicted that Huling’s attempt to 
gain liberty would fail. 

Huling was released on $10,000 
bail by Superior Judge Warmer 
on July 15, the date on which the 
petition for the writ was filed. 
Superior Judge Jesse Olney had 
twice previously denied Huling 
bail, although MHuling’s relatives 
were ready to furnish $75,000 if 
necessary for MHuling’s liberty 
pending his appeal of his convic- 
tion to the California: District 
Court of Appeals. On Huling’s 
petition for a writ, Judge Warmer 
was forced by the law to admit 
the prisoner to bail pending the 
hearing today, the statutes mak- 
ing it mandatory to fix bail in 
writ cases. Judge Olney, im a 
talk in “Ontario & wetk digo," in 
sinuated that Judge Warmer’s al- 


lowing Huling bail was “a polit-} 


ical plot.” 

Huling is under a sentence of 
from 1 to 10 years. If the writ 
is granted today, Huling will be 
freed.

The Goal of Education 


P of the National Education association meeting in Wast 
ington with a stress upon the fact that ‘‘the goal’ 

should be attached to education upon every possible 
oecasion. There are big reasons. Tens of thousands of young 
people have been foreed through school and college, not know- 
ing why. Thousands of proud families have insisted that their 
younger members hold themselves to the educational grind- 
stone until they possess that sharp social wedge known as a 
degree from a reaowned institution. Numberless pupils have 
been ceaselessly prodded with the economic scare that big 
wages do not usually come to uneducated brains. Even now 
there are those educators who seem to be increasingly anxious 
to glorify the selfish ends of education. One may quickly 
count a score of college and university presidents who will 
offer a score of widely diverging conceptions of the purpose 
of education. 

President Coolidge said: ‘‘It is necessary that education 
should be a handmaid of citizenship.’’ Edueation is not an 
end in itself. Education has a goal—the liberation of the 
best that is in a man for the sake of all mankind. Education 
ceases to be education when false pride and false power 
enter in. Neither do adults need to be so dictatorial, so pro- 
found, so evaltive, insincere, apologetic, or uncertain abont 
the ‘‘why’’ of education when the young folks ask for a 
reason. ‘‘Edueation should be a handmaid of citizenship.”’ 
There ought to be nothing obscure or mysterious in the word 
It plainly implies that unselfish and intelligent 
co-operation which will bring ‘‘liberty and protection’’ for 
everyone within the bounds of the nation—and extended to 
include the bounds of humanity. 

How the schools and colleges must serve as a direct means 
to this goal of true and constructive citizenship, President 
Coolidge indicated by frequent repetition of the word ‘‘un- 
less.”’ ‘‘Our institutions are constantly, and very properly, 
the subject of political inquiry,’’ he urged, adding: ‘‘Untess 
their nature is comprehended, unless their origin is under- 
stood, unless their value js properly assessed, the citizen falls 
ready prey to those selfish agitators who would exploit his 
prejudices to promote their own advantage. All of our learn- 
ing and science, our culture and our arts, will be of. little 
avail, unless they are supported by high character, unless 
there be honor, and truth, and justice; unless our material 
resources are supported by moral and spiritual resources. 
Unless these abide, American citizenship will be found un- 
equal to its task.’’—Christian Science Monitor.

Old Swimmin’ Hole or Modern Plunge, Which? 


N looking around over the progress which is being made 
in the modern life it would seem that the old days are 


entirely gone, that modern appliances and conveniences 

have taken away every vestige of the old-fashioned life. 
In a measure this is true but, on the other hand the modern 
conveniences have not taken away the old-fashioned methods 
without replacing them with something better. 

For instance, the old swimming hole, that vision of past 
conquests which still lives in the minds of the past generation. 
It is a spot at once revered and beloved, but if those same 
people were given an opportunity now, today, to choose be- 
tween the old swimming hole with its muddy banks and 
slimy bottom and the sanitary concrete plunges of today— 
which would they choose? 

The old swimming hole was a breeding place for mos- 
quitoes, it was the habitat of mud turtles, it was stagnant in 
dry seasons and over-flowing in rainy weather and there 
were reeds growing up in the shallow places and dead 
branches and limbs of trees floating around on its surface. 
It was simply a charmed spot because it was the only re- 
creation center for the boys of the neighborhood at that time. 


It may be that the cement plunges today with their fresh, 
clear water and private dressing rooms are the out-growth of 
the ‘‘old Swimmin’ hole’? who knows, but there is no denying 
the fact that the present-day places of amusement far surpass 
in cleanliness, pleasure, and size, the long revered and much 
quoted swimming hole. , 


There is just one common attribute which applies equally 
to the old-fashioned swimming hole and the modern plunge- - 
and that is that they are both means to an end, In other 
words they are both the medium through which the youth 
may learn to swim. The ability to swim should be a necessary 
part of every child’s education. It is so much easier to learn 
to swim during childhood days, and in many instances the 
ability to swim has saved lives of children who otherwise 
would haye drowned before older hands arrived.

Business Is Good 


USINESS is good. If it is possible for anything to be 

too good, perhaps it has been true of business. There 

has been, such constant pressure on production, such 

large areas of need to be filled, that the country has 
been going at a greater pace than it has recognized.

People are always slow to 
learn that breathing spells in business are perfectly natural, 
that the progress is always upward even though the actual 
climbing may halt for a moment. 

So that while business is undoubtedly good, so good that 
nothing natural can stop it, it is folly to assume that every 
ounce of pressure must be kept on every moment to maintain 
sound conditions in business. Not at all. It is as necessary 
intelligently to interpret slight breathing spells, as it is to 
interpret forward movements. It is absolute misinterpretation 
to call a ‘‘breather’’ a slump or the forewarning of slackness. 
The basis of our business is sound, and the basis remains.

ng candy. 


Molasses Candy 
Two cups brown sugar, one cup 
granulated sugar, one-half cup 
molasses, one tablespoon vinegar, 
one teaspoon vanilla, lump butter 
size of walnut. Cook until it 
eracks in cold water, then add 
one-half teaspoon soda. Stir un- 
til it foams and pour on buttered 

platter. When cool, pull. 


Lemon Cream Candy 


Two cups granulated sugar, one 
tablespoon vinegar, one teaspoon 
cream of tartar, and enough water 
to dissolve sugar. Cook until it 
hardens in cold water, then add 
one teaspoon lemon extract. Pour 
on buttered platter and pull when 
cold. 


Karo Fudge 
Grate two squares or ounces of 
chocolate and stir into one-half 
cup milk. Add two cups granu- 
lated sugar and one-third cup 
Karo Corn Syrup. Put over fire 
and stir in two tablespoons but- 
ter. Cook slowly, stirring once 
in a while, until it makes a soft 
ball in cold water. Add one tea- 
spoon vanilla. Beat until it com- 
mences to stiffen. Turn into pan 

and mark in squares. 


Marshmallows 


Four tablespoons Knox gelatine, 
soaked in twelve tablespoons cold 
water, four cups of white sugar, 
sixteen tablespoons cold water, 
cook until it spins a thread; do 
not stir. Pour syrup over gela- 
tine, beat until stiff, pour on plat- 
ters, covered with corn starch; 
let it stand for two hours and 
cut. 


Cocoanut Cream Candy 
Melt two teaspoonfuls of butter, 
and add one-half cupful of milk 
and one and one-half cupful of 
sugar, and stir until the sugar is 
dissolved. Heat to the boiling 
point, and let boil twelve min- 
utes. Remove from the range, 
add one-third of a cupful of shred- 
ded cocoanut and one-half tea- 
spoonful of vanilla; then beat un- 
til creamy, and pour at once into 
a pan. Add two tablespoonfuls of 
grated chocolate to make choco- 

late cocoanut cream candy. 


Fudge 

Two teacups of sugar, one-half 
teacup of milk or cream, one 
tablespoon of butter, five heaping 
teaspoons of cocoa, two teaspoons 
of vanilla; boil. to a soft ball, 
which will take from three to 
five minutes; then beat hard till 
it thickens; chopped nut meats 
may be added, then pour out in 
well buttered pans, sox! 


“ere: = Pinoche 

Two cups brown sugar, one-half 
cup cream or milk, one cup chop- 
ped nuts; stir while cooking.| Boil 
until when dropped into cold 
water it forms a soft ball. Re- 
move from fire and beat until 
nearly thick, add nuts and flavor- 
ing and pour in buttered pans to 
cool. Cut in squares. 


Fondant Candy 
One pound powdered sugar, six 
tablespoons of milk or cream, one 
cup of nuts. Flavor if desire. 
Mix nuts with sugar, add milk 
and knead into loaf, then slice. 


Sea Foam 

Three cups light brown sugar, 
one cup water, one tablespoon 
vinegar. Boil until it hardens in 
water; whites of two eggs beaten 
stiff. When syrup stops boiling 
pour over eggs and beat fifteen 
minutes, add vanilla extract and 
chopped nuts. 


Divine Divinity 

Two cups sugar, one-half cup 
of Karo Corn Syrup, one-half cup 
of water. Boil until it threads; 
add one teaspoonful vanilla as it 
leaves stove. Now beat white of 
one egg very stiff. Pour candy 
into egg and beat until stiff; add 
one cup of nuts. 


Egyptian Loaf 

Two cups of granulated sugar, 
one cup of sweet milk or cream. 
Cook, stirring slowly until dis- 
solved, then add a pinch of cream 
of tartar. Do not move pan while 
cooking. Test by dropping a lit- 
tle syrup in cold water. When 
it will form a soft ball it is done. 
Remove from fire and cool. Then 
beat to a cream when still soft; 
add one cup of walnuts, and van- 
illa, and one cup dates. Beat as 
long as possible, then mold into 
candy box
